Then there were complaints of ill-trestment 
by Stamete made by French travellers and 
Annamite officials, which wete duly paraded by 
the agitators in France, perhaps with the idea of 
diverting attention from the Panama -ccandals, 
Having got the ear of the public they talked 
about the undisputed rights cf Annam (though 
what these rights are, and how far’ they extend,

A JAPANESE EXECUTION. 
: . ae : 

The following Interesting letter, descriptive of 
an ‘execution the revolting “Hara-Kitl” 
process, wan written at Hiogo by Commander 
Creighton of the -U.S.S. Oneida to the -Hon, 
Gid on Welles; Secretary of the U.S. Navy, 
Washington, on Masch 14th, 1868, and was 
recestly reproduced by one of our Japanese 
contemporaries :— : 

I have the honour to communicitte. the 
particulars of the fate of the Japanese official, 
Fat! Zanzutaro, retainer of Matsudaira Bizen-no- 
Kami, who ‘ordered his 'roops ‘to fire on the 
foreigrers at this plare on the qth ultimo, This 
exccu'ion wis witcess-d ‘by me, at the request. 
ofour Minister, Genera! R. B. Van Valkenbergh, 
and wasas follows. I left the Legation st about 
gpm. in company with the officers at tached to 
the Foreign Legatlons, snd proceeded 110 Hiogo. 
where we were met by a guard who esco rted us to 
the Temple wherethe execution was tota ke place. 
There was'a large number of peonte on exch side 
of the street leading to the Temple, ancf quite.a 
nomber ef soldiers drawn up inside arid about 
the Temple. We were shown intoa recom adjoin- 
ing the Japanese officials, where we were asked 
if we wished to question the person about to be 
executed, to which we answered In the negative; 


‘they also took the nam« of every official present. 


After waiting about balf-an_hour we were con- 
ducted by the. Japanese officials inte what.av- 
peared 10 be the priccipal recom of the Temple, 
which was lighted with candles. In front of 
the altar was a raised platform of abéut a foct 
In hetght, which extended across the room, and 
we were placed on the right of the altar, within 
afew feet of where the execution was to take 
place, with the Japanese officials onthe left... In 
front of the alter.was fald a green cloth, and fn 


front of that, a ted one; we were Informed that 


theerecution would take place on the red cloth. 
Seating durselves upon the mats on the platform, 
we waited the execution. Ina few moments 
the ‘prisoner came {n, dressed (n the usual 
dress of a Japanese of rank, accom- 
panied by the executioner, who was his pupil 
and mest intimate frend. He walked witha 
ateady, firm step in front of the altar, where he 
knelt {n prayer, He then arose and went to the 
redcloth; where he knelt and made the confession’ 
that “he was the officer that ordered bis troo 

to fire upon tha foreigners, and also to fire upon 
them when they ‘were. trying to escape," and 
that he was sorry for what he bad-done. He 
then disrobed himself to the walst and reached 
ost foraknifé that was near him, which be 
thrust into hts bowels, and drawing’ {t towards 
bis right side, and leaning forward at the same 
time, the executloner, with one blow from his 
sword, severed the bead from bis body. This 
cecurred.st about 10.30 p.m. The Japanese 
then bowed to the floor, on which we all did the. 
same.’ We were then asked {f we were satisfied 
with what we had witnessed, and we replied 
Irthe affirmative. After the lapse of a few 
moments, we were. Informed that all was over, 
and we took our departure. The whole scene 
was one of great impressive solemnity.
